accentuated in. her recent corrcapondence, 
and her weakness has been amply shown in 
her last contest of wits, Shecondescendingly 
offered Japan certain concessions in Corea, 
forgetting apparently thot Corea was not 
hers to dispose of.

‘hese instructions have also beon issued by 
the Police Officers’ on boarding duty whe iv 
some cases board vessels before the rogular 
Boarding Officers of the Harbour Department, 

Whilo His Excclloncy tho: Officer Admini. 
atering the Governmont hopys that the Cham- 
ber of Commerce will be autistied with this re- 
Jaxation of the law ho has instructed mo to point 
out that'in thia free port more stringency is 
required than at the ‘T'reaty Ports in Ching, 
which aro protected by the Customs establish- 
monte, and that it is necessary tu keep in the 
hands of the proper authorities complete con- 
trol of ammunition and such like goods arriving 
in the Colony. ! :

? LICENSING PILOTS. 

The following correspondence was read ;— 

Hongkong Geno! Chumberof Commerce, 
Hongkong, 14th December, 1903, * 

12,--I have the honour to ceraicd you that‘o 
long ‘correspondence passed Inst yoar betweon 
the. Government and this Chambér with re- 
ference to the suggostion put forward by my 
Committee for the pilots of this port to register 
themselves with, and prove their qualificutions 
before,a Board having the requisite authority 
from the Government to act, 

It will’bo romembered that stresa was laid on 
the fact, that the pilots of to-day are of inferior 
calibre to,their predecessors, and that there was 
a growing tendency amoogst them to disregard 
aod ‘wilfully igoore ordinary precautions 
necessary not only for the safety of the 
vessels in their chargo whilst under way in 
narrow waters, but of ot hers either at anchor or 
alongside the wharves.” 

At the request of the Government o echeme 
for holding Goverdment examinations’ ond 
grouting certificates wes drawo up by the 
Sub:Committee appointed (Messrs, E. A. 
Howott, A. Haupt, and W. Poate), endorsed 
by the General Committee, and forwarded to 
the Guvoerument, who replied at some length to 
the effect that it would place the Harbour 
Master in an éntirely false position if he bad 
to give certificates for quolitication which such 
officer cupnot test, ‘rhe Committe, in a 

| further report, replied that at home and 
‘Asiatic ports this wus satisfactorily managed, 
and that, if necessary, the Sicéusiug Board 
aced uot be entirely composed of Govurnment 
officials, but might be supplemented by outside 
experts. :

for the information of H.E. the Offloer 
Administering tho Gove nment, further fuots 
which have came to light relalisg to the recont 
prosecution by the Harbour Master of the Jara: 
OChina-Japan Line 8.8. Tjipenas for negligunt 
navigation in the Harbour on the 24tu ultimo, 
which the Committeo of this Chamber consider 
strengthens ‘their contention that the pilots 
should be brought under the control of a properly 
coustituted licensing body. It appeurs from 
tho information gathared by the Chamber that 
this ship arrived off Lyeemno Pass at § pm 
on the 26th ultimo and took on board.o Chinese 
Pilot providedby-the Company's stavedore—_| 
one of the leading Arms of this class in’ Hong- 
kong. Itis worthy of mention that there were 
several eawpans about, whow occupants wore 
signallicg with the §-red j-white pilot flag, 
signifying their willingness to uot as pilots. 
Un learning that the Tjipanas was from 
Apoy, the pilot uffirmed, a.though the master 
strongly expressed his disbeliof in the fact, that 
Amoy was un infected port and the ship mast 
therefore fly the yelluy Hag und’ anchor ia 
Chuog Kwang Bay for the night. Knowing 
the poate for ignoring thy Quarontine 
Rogulations, the master decided not to run 
any risks. On entering the Harbour the 
following morning the Health Officer of the 
port boarded’ the steamer, domanded to know 
why the yellow Hag was-flying, ond on being 
told the reason, eid the pilot was a fool and 
evidently did not know his business, Ag 
the redult of this incorrect information sup- 
plied by the pilot the ship lost 12 
hours before reaching her anchorage.- In 
coniug down tue Southern fairway to seol 
ancherage room, with the master an the bridge 
and chief officer on forvcastls head, nothing 
was noticed indicating that a wreck ‘was 
submerged. ‘Tho two sulvags juoks may hove 
had a red flay up, but in the calm prevailing 
this way mot noticesble, Morsover, the two 
buoys were coloured a rusty red aud wore 
iniistinguishable from the ordinary . fairway 
buoy, It.may hore be remarked that the follow- 
ing day steps were taken to paint the wrecking 
buoys green, with * Wreck” in unmistake ble 
white letters, : 

Farthier, on aco junt of the slack state of the 
tide, steamers were lying at their buoys in all 
directions, it wax undoubtedly difficult tu define 
the fairways or t» find a suitable place to 
anchor, The pilot eventually fixed on u space, 
but his knowledge afterwards proved to be at 


| foult, us the steamer had eventually to move ber 


ground to provent fouling neighbouring 
vessels. “Qn the YS8th ultimo, beoce the 
Harbour Master, the captain was fined $50— 
for negligent auvigation in (le Harbour, and 
ordered to muke guod uny damage done by. 
his vessel fouing the wreck buoys over 
ofthe Pahihar, Had. the | 
buoys been properly marked ‘the captain and 
ohiet officer would undoubtedly have kept 
oloar off the wrvek ‘and taken the ship out of the 
pilot's hando in time to prevent the mishup, but 
the pilot directed the snip between the’ baoys, 
thus proving by his want of local knowledge 
that he wos incapuble of acting as suck and, in 
addition, as shown ubove, hy was nvable to find 
usnituble anchorage. © 2 

It will be apparent to his Excellonoy that 
masters of steamers coming into this in- 
creasingly crowded Harbour mast rely to 
great extent on the advice of a local pitot, 
otherwise they would not employ these men. It 
is therefore very hard on the masters not to be 
allowed to bring the pilot up before the 
Harbour Master for punishment, or at any 
rate to give evidence as to the facts in the case 
of an uccidenut, ond it does not alter the fact 
that here in Hougkong, with au utaount af 
shipping exceeded by only two ports iu the 

placed in. 
charge of shipping. oats 

As las ceva pointed out in the past, many 
commanders ure obligéd, on wrrival at ‘the en- 
trance of the harbout, to take thé first man as 
pilot who boards his ship, without having any. 
means of knowing whether he is eapable of 
handling the vessel croperly or not. . Certain 
commanders, os the commander . of . the 
Tjipanas, learn too lute of ‘the utter in- 
competence of the men they have employed. 
‘This is not possible at Penaug, or Singapore; 
why, then, at Hongkong? Hougkong has an 
uneuviable record as the oply British port 
elthor at home or iu ‘the Colonies where, no- 
licensed pilots are allowed to ply fer hire. 

The Chamber hopes that Hiv Excellency tho 
Officer Adimioistering the Government may soe 
his way to consent. to the liconaing of all pilots 
plying for hire within the limits of tho port, 
and thus rid it of s dunger which mo sous its 
shipping. .
